Earlier in the day, Paul G. Fo 
nier, representing the Uranium steam- 
ship line, against which the so-called 
London conference lines controlling 
what is alleged to be 98 per cent of 
the Atlantic passenger traffic are ar- 
rayed, told how railroad authorities in 
this country, notably the Central Pas- 
senger Association at Chicago, had re- 
fused to sell tickets routed over the 
independent lines unless the independ- 
ents obtained the sanction of the con- 
ference lines.

\ifred W. Dodsworth said that 

never had been subsidized 
interests whatever, and its busi- 
editorial columns had no re- 
But. he testified, about six 
vei ago an unknown man came into 
his office and offered to pay The Jour- 
nal of Commerce $100,000, taking 1,000,- 
VOD of his paper for the inser- 
tien article one issue, sup- 
porting the Sheeanstes legislation. 
This man refused iden- 
tity unless his proposition be 
accepted. His proposition was, in the 

event of acceptance, to make out a 
certified check immediately for $10,009, 
to bind the agreement, and to pay the 
yalance of $90,000 upon publication of 
the article. Mr. Dodsworth said he im- 
mediately called his brother, John W., 
into his office as a witness to the con- 
versation, and the proposition was 
turned down as an attempt to make an 
improper arrangement. 

Laid Down Blank Check. 

Pressed by the committee, Mr. Dods- 
worth said that about thirty years ago 
his father was sitting in his office, 
the same publication, and John Roach, 
the shipbuilder, who was then build- 
ing ships and active for a ship subsidy 
bill, entered the office, laid down a 
blank check, asked Dodsworth to 
fill out the check and stop writing 
against ship sudsidy. The offer was 
refused. | 

About two years ago, Dodsworth 
said, another man tried to buy the 
support of the paper for $40,000, and 
during tie Spanish-American war the 
Spanish government tried to buy the 
paper's influence. 

Chairman Oleott, Representative 
Longworth, of Ohio, and other mem- 
bers of the committee criticised the 
two brothers for failing to submit 
this information to the committee be- 
fore now. pointing out that John W. 
Dodsworth, in his testimony some time 
ago, had been asked as to such matters 
and had denied any information, such 
as that disclosed today.

Agent of Spani*h Government, 

Chairman Olcott asked the witness 
who represented the Spanish govern- 
ment when it tried to buy his paper’s 
support. Mr. Dodsworth replied that 
the information of the _ proposition 
came from Charles A. Conant, who was 
then the paper's Washington corre- 
spondent. Pressed as to the identity 
of the man who made the offer. Mr. 
Dodsworth said that his father or 
brother may have been told, bes he 
himself had not been told.

According to Committee, 
Three Physicians, to Be 
Named, Will Be Under Di- 
rection of Trustees and Su- 
perintendent Grady Hospital. 


To abolish the ward doctors, the spe- 
cial committee of council unanimously 
agreed at a long and sensational ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon. By the ac- 
tion of council, the city physicians are 
placed under the trustees and the su- 
perintendent of the Grady hospital in- 
stead of under the board of health. 
This proposition came in the nature of 
a surprise, 

The committee, after hearing from 
citizens and -doctors. for nearly four 
hours, held a protracted discussion for 
nearly an hour, and then agreed as 
stated above. 

Council Will Accept. 
is believed that the report of the 
committee will be adopted by council; 
therefore, vale ward doctors, 
What Ordinance Provides. 

The ordinance reported by the com- 
mittee will provide for the election of 
three physicians by the trustees of the 
Grady hospital, at salaries of $1,800 a 
year, one of whom will be required to 
look after the prisoners at the police 
barracks and the city stockade.

members sent to their hotel to be 
locked up for the night. 

Thg jury will resume consideration 
of a verdict at 9 o'clock Thursday 
ymorning, though it is possible in- 
formal consideration will be continued 
during the night. 

Thousands About Courthouse, 

After the jury had been excused for 
the night, a crowd numbering into the 
thousands packed the street and side- 
walks in the vicinity of the court- 
house. The crowd swarmed from an 
adjoining square where it had stood 
from 7:30 o’clock until 10. A squad 
of police and all the available deputy 
sheriffs had to be called upon to clear 
the streets before the jury was taken 
out of the courthouse. Many women 
were In the crowd.

“Tl feel certain that we will get a 
conviction,” said Presecutor Handlan.

Woman Collapses as Jury Retires. 

When Prosecuting Attorney J. B. 
Handlan concluded his argument to 
the jury at 3:58 o'clock this afternoon 
the end of the trial of Mrs, Laurg 
Farnsworth Schenk had been reached, 
and from that moment her case was in 
the hands of the jury, which imme- 
diately retired to consider a verdict. 

Just five minutes after Prosecutor 
Handlan finished his argument, and 
as the jury was retiring, Mrs. Schenk 
collapsed and was led from the court 
room. Her face was swollen and dis- 
torted almost beyond recognition by a 
day of constant heavy sobbing. 

She gave way at the rain of bitter 
invective dnd fierte arraignment of 
Prosecutor Handlan. The accused 
woman fell heavily forward on the ta- 
ble early in his argument. Shaken by 
her sobs, she presented a pitiable spec- 
tacle. 

Asked Jury te Show No Mercy. 

Mr. Handlan asked the jury to show 
No mercy to a woman who had delib- 
erately violated her marriage vows, 
snaring young Dan Phillips with her 
swiles, and had then coldly, ~ calmly 
plotted to kill, by slow poison, the 
husband who had given her a .name, 
had lavished upon her automobiles, 
costly clothing, jewels and everything 
which the heart of woman could de- 
sire. 

“Her heart is flint,” 
terly incapable of human 
love or affection. Give her back to 
her children that she may contami- 
nate and degrade them with her pres- 
ence? My God, gentlemen, you know 
this woman is guilty as hell itself, and 
there is but one place for her. 

“One of the most horrible things it 
has ever been my lot as a lawyer to 
come into contact with was when this 
woman looked upon the murder of 
her husband in the coldblooded light 
of a simple business proposition.

Statements. Given Constitution 

by Comptroller Goldsmith 
and City Auditor Hurst 
Showing Larger Income 
Necessary. 


The people of Atlanta séem now to 
be practically lined up with The Con- 
stitution’s policy of “more revenue to 
carry On the city’s business.’’

In order to show from 
standpoint that something should

What these two officials have to say 
should have great weight, as they are 
both well posted on the financial! situ- 
ation from a municipal standpoint. 

What the Comptroller Says. 

Comptrolier Goldsmith says: 

“Of course, the city needs more 
money, and The Constitution speaks 
well when it says that something 
should be done to increase Our reve- 
nue. Every year we have had to make 
cuts and refuse what appeared to be 
well-founded demands for increased 
appropriations for the various depart- 
ments and for much needed public im- 
provements. The question has been 
and is now, ‘Where shall we get the 
money” 

“Of course, I can offer 
like others interested in the growth 
and prosperity of the city. If we are 
to provide the money Necessary for an 
increase in the appropriations, we will 
have to do one of three things: Raise 
the tax rate, or rather, put it back 
where it once was, and make it $1.50 
instead of $1.26; or levy a special 
school tax, as is done in other ciites: 
or equalize tax assessments. Atlanta 
is growing year by year, and will keep 
growing. We may, after the lapse of 
Several years, get ahead, but the ques- 
tion is what are we going to do in 
the meantime? We might keep on 
economizing and hold down all ex- 
penses.

Representative Howard, of Georgia, in- 
troduced in the house this afternoon a 
bill to charter the Carnegie Peace 
Commission, which was recently cre- 
ated by Andrew Carnegie and endowed 
with a fund of $10.000,000 to work for 
the stamping out of war and the estab- 
lishment of universal peace. 

The trustees named by Mr. Carnegie 
in his deed of gift are designated in the 
bill and congress is asked to give them 
a charter to pursue the benevolent 
work, which is semi-diplomatic.

UNARMED YOUTH 


According to Testimony 
in Kimmons Trial. 


State Produces Witnesses Who 
Swear Preacher and His 
Brother Were Heavily 
Armed and That Lingerfelt 
Was Defenseless. 


Ellijay, Ga., January 25.—(Special.) 
The most exciting trial in the his 
tory of Gilmer county began yester- 
day at noon at Ellijay, when Rev. 
James A. Kimmons, charged with the 
murder of Carter Lingerfelt, on De- 
cember 24, at Mount Pisgah church, 
in the southern part of Gilmer county, 
was begun. Tonight the evidence is 
not all in. The court held a long ges- 
sion Tuesday night and tonight. 

According to the evidence adduced, 
Rev, Bunyan Kimmons, who has not 
been arrested, was present at the 
tragedy in the church yard, and that 
James M. Kimmons, son of the defend- 
ant, and John Scruggs, son-in-law of 
the defendant, were all present, and 
each had a revolver in his hand; also 
that J. M. Kimmons bought two pis- 
tols at Fairmount some time ago, and 
that John Scruggs bought two pistols 
at Ellijay, about ,300 cartridges at 
Ellijay two or three days before the 
tragedy. 

According to the testimony, no weap- 
ons were found onthe man killed, but 
tev. Mr. Kimmons, in his statement, 
said his life had been threatened and 
that he took a pistol from Lingerfelt 
during the fight.

Coal Wheelers Ordered Out. 

It was charged that the members of 
the New. Orleans Dock and Cotton 
Council, representing thirteen labor 
unions of the city, met in special ses- 
sion on December 26, 1907, and = con- 
spired to interfere with foreign com- 
merce by agreeing to an order direct- 
ing members of.the local coal wheel- 
ers’ union employed by Coyle & Co. to 
refuse to coal the steamship Habil be- 
cause non-union ltongshoremen had 
been engaged to load the vessel. 

As a result of that meeting the union 
coal wheelers refused to assist in coal- 
ing the Habil. 

The verdict of the jury caused 
surprise to those who listened to the 
charge of Judge Grubb. He told the 
jury that an “outsider,” such as a cen- 
tral labor council, had no right to in- 
terfere between employer and em- 
ployee; that an order issued by such 
a body directing laborers who had no 
grievance against their employer to 
refuse to coal a ship was an interfer- 
ence with commerce, and that the effect 
of such an order was in the nature of 
a boycott, and in violation of the law. 

A conspiracy to commit a crime is 
unlawful, said the court, whether the 
crime its effected or not. The violation 
is in the nature of the agreement ‘rath- 
er than in what is accomplished by it. 
Outsider Has, No Right in Premises, 

“It is my opinion,” said the court, 
“that outsiders would have no right 
to dictate to the laborers that they 
could not work. When the council did 
that, as I understand it, it did what 
was illegal. Coyle was an innocent 
third party to the dispute, and by the 
action of’ the council he was excluded 
from the use of the union labor, and in- 
jured thereby. The question of whether 
or not he could easily obtain other 
laborers to coal the ship does not bear 
on the question. A boycott is recog- 
nized by the court as an illegal agree- 
ment, and the court does not recognize 
the right of outsiders to interfere. It 
is my opinion that this is an illegal 
agreement.” 

The hearing on a motion for a new 
trial was set for Saturday. pending 
which the convicted men were released 
on nominal bonds.

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CIGAR SALESMAN DENIES 
HE TRIED TO KILL SELF 
Charley D’Hollosy Declares 


He Did Not Take Dose 
of Laudanum. 


In a statement given to The Consti- 
tution yesterday, Charley D’Hollosy, a 
cigar salesman, of 29 Larkin street, 
emphatically denies that he had taken 
six bottles of laudanum or any other 
poison or that he had made any at- 
tempt to commit suicide when he was 
taken to the Grady hospital in an un- 
conscious condition last Sunday after- 
noon. 

Mr. D’Hollosy declares that he was 
suffering from a nervous breakdown 
at the time he became ill and that while 
he was standing at the corner of Ma- 
rietta and Forsyth streets Sunday aft- 
ernoon he felt that he was going to 
faint and that he ran into a drug store, 
sat down and then lost consciousness. 

“The next thing I knew,’ said Mr. 
D’Hollosy, “I was at the Grady hos- 
pital 

“I regret very much that the report 
should have been published that I had 
taken poison. However, I do not blame 
the reporters or the physicians at the 
hospitals, for they are my fridands. It 
was a mistake for which I do not blame 
anybody, but which I am very anxious 
to correct. 

“The truth is that [I am naturally 
very nervous from injuries received 
several years ago in a railroad wreck. 
Added to this was worry on account of 
my wife’s protracted illness and further 
worry from the fact that for more than 
a week I had been endeavoring to con- 
summate a large business deal in Ma- 
econ for my employer and had failed 
in it. 

“The whole thing culminated in the 
nervous breakdown Sunday afternoon. 
After medical treatment and a good 
night's rest at the hospital I was my- 


, Self again.” 


It was also reported that Mr. D’Hol- 
losy had attempted to commit suicide 
with a knife while on the operating

“IT am not prepared to say anything 
about that,” said he. “I was uncon- 
scious at the itme that it is said to have 
happened and I do not know anything

poison of any kind and that [I had no 
thought of suicide.”

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DILLY-DALLYING 
UN MILEAGE RULE 


T. P. A.’s Wearx Wait- 
ing on the Rail & 


Traveling Men May Soon 
Adopt Another Course of 
Action---Secretary Ashe to 
Notify Committee That Con- 
ference Is Not Forthcoming. 


What is to be the result of the move- 
ment inaugurated by the Travelers’ 
Protective Association several weeks 
ago for the abolition of the mileage 
rule? 

Is it to meet the same fate as met 
the movement to secure stop-over priv- 
ileges for Atlanta from the railroads? 

And do the railroads intend to ignore 
the request for a conference on the 
question of abolishing, or at least mod- 
ifying, the rule which requires. that 
holders of mileage books shall ex- 
change their mileage for a ticket at 
stations? 

These are questions the _ traveling 
men are asking and which they con- 
sider extremely pertinent at this time, 
since several weeks haye elapsed since 
the movement was started and com- 
mittees were appointed to confer with 
the railroads regarding the mileage. 

Up to date the railroads have ignored 
the request submitted by the confer- 
ence committee for a conference. It 
was submitted two or three weeks ago 
through Joseph Richardson, chairman 
of the Southeastern Passenger Associa- 
tion, and since that time neither Mr. 
Richardson nor the members of the 
committee, of which W. P. Anderson 
is chairman, has heard from it. 

Has Waited in Patience. 

The committee has waited with the 
patience of Job for a reply from the 
railroad officials, either declining a 
conference altogether or agreeing to 
meet with the committee and talk the 
mileage rule over. 

And the committee is still waiting, 
and the indications are that unless it 
takes the initiative along some other 
line of procedure it will still be wait- 
ing when the next returns come in. 

H. M. Ashe, secretary of the confer- 
ence committee, stated Wednesday that 
he will notify the chairman of the com- 
mittee, probably Thursday, that he has 
received no response from the railroads 
in reply to a request for a conference. 

Upon the receipt of this notice it ig 
very probable that the chairman will 
call the committee together and an- 
other course of procedure will be de- 
cided upon. 

When the conference committee was 
appointed it was the desire of the Trav- 
elers’ Protective Association and the 
other organizations interested in the 
abolition of the mileage rule that no 
effort would be made to antagonize the 
railroads and that no step would be 
taken which would place the organiza- 
tions in the attitude of forcing the rail- 
roads into a repeal of the mileage rule, 
without first making every possible ef- 
fort to arrive at an amicable adjust- 
ment which would be satisfactory to 
all parties. 

Wanted Peaceable Settlement. 

The T. P. A.. and the other commer- 
cial organizations preferred to settle 
the differences peaceably, if possible, 
and without resorting to extreme meas- 
ures. 

However, it was also generally un- 
derstood that unless a conference could 
be held which would satisfy all par- 
ties the organizations would take their 
complaint on the mileage rule to the 
railroad commission with the request 
that the railroads be called upon to 
show cause why they should not be 
required to abolish it. 

Now that hope for a conference has 
apparently been in vain, it is extremely 
probable that the next step will be to 
take the case before the railroad com- 
mission and test the merits of the mile- 
age rule before that body.

pers present.

BLEASE CHARGES: 
DECLARED FALSE 


Insinuations as to T. B. Fel- 
der Answered by Gen- 
eral Anderson. 


In the absence from the city of 
Thomas B, Felder, the well-known At- 
lanta lawyer, who assisted the South 
Carolina dispensary commission in 
winding up its affairs, General Clifford 
L. Anderson, Mr. Felder’s partner, 
makes emphatic reply to the insinua- 
tions involving Mr. Felder contained 
in the recent special message of Gov- 
ernor Cole lL. Blease to the South Caro- 
lina legislature, an account of which 
was given in yesterday's Associated 
Press dispatches. 

General Anderson's statement is as 
follows: 

Editor Constitution: In your issue of 
Wednesday morning, January 25, there 
appears an Associated Press dispatch 
referring to a special message sent by 
Governor Cole L. Blease to the legisla- 
ture of South Carolina, on January 24, 
referring to the winding up of the af- 
fairs of the old South Carolina state 
dispensary, in which it is stated, in 
his message, the governor makes cer- 
tain references to the Goodman com- 
promise and the Fieischmann compro- 
mise, and also refers to my partner, 
Mr. Thomas B. Felder, as being named 
in connection with the following state- 
ment: ‘ 

“Why was not he prosecuted, when 
it was found that he Was the attorney 
for a liquor house, and was favored 
with Uquor purchases, and rebates 
were paid for these purchases?” 

Since the Goodman compromise and 
the Fleischmann compromise referred 
to were also made under the advice 
and through the instrumentality of Mr. 
Felder, I assume that the governor's 
reference to these matters, and demand 
that they be inquired into, is likewise 
an attempt to reflect upon Mr. Felder. 

Throughout the entire course of the 
investigation of the South Carolina 
state dispensary and the disposition of 
the matters connected therewith by 
the winding-up commission, I! have 
been closely associated with Mr. 
Felder, and am famillar with all facts 
connected therewith. 

Mr. Felder is out of the city, and, in 
his behalf, I desire to say that the 
charges and insinuations contained in 
the governor’s message which refer to 
Mr. Felder are absolutely untrue and 
without foundation in fact. 

If Governor Blease has been inform- 
ed by any persons that there are ex- 
isting facts giving foundation to these 
charges, he has been wilfully misled 
by designing persons, who probably 
have felt the weight of the law, grow- 
ing out of their own nefariouy transac- 
tions with the state dispensary, and 
seek this method of revenge. Yours

TO PAY TEACHERS 


Federation 
Makes Suggestion. 


Sight. 


——— 


The finance committee of the gen- 
eral council can find a way to increase 
the salaries of the teachers of Atlanta. 

The way lies in the direction of rais- 
ing the tax rate from 1% te 1% per 
cent, or by appointing a commission 
to go over the tax digests with the city 
tax assessors and assess the central 
or business property 60 per cemt of its 
true market value, 

And the way pointed out, if fol- 
lowed, will regult in ‘the realization of 
a eum sufficient to warrant the finance 
committee of the general council, in 
making up the June apportionment 
sheet, to make the minimum salaries 
paid the teachers of Atlanta $60 per 
month, intsead of $52.50. 

Report Uuanimously Aceepicd. 

Stated briefly, such is the position 
taken by the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, in regular session Wednesdgy 
night, as expregsed by the unanimous 
adoption of a report of the legislative 
committee as submitted by Jerome 
Jones, chairman. 

There wae no discussion of the re- 
port of the committee. It was accept- 
ed as final, and when the committee 
declared that a way can be found to 
raise the necessary funds with which 
to imcrease, the salaries of the teach- 
ers in the June apportionment sheet, 
every delegate present expressed his 
confidence in the accuracy of the com- 
mittee’s findings by voting for the 
adoption of their report. 

The committee declared that should 
an investigating commission be ap- 
pointed it will be found that the av- 
erage central property is assessed only 
at approximately 33 1-3 per cent of 
its true value, and that “if such com- 
missiofi Is appointed it will cheerfully 
undertake to show such commisgion 
many instances where such ridiculously 
low assessments have been made for 
the past and for recent years,” and it 
is added further, in contradistinction 
to this alleged state of affairs, “that 
it is a notorious fact that residence 
property, particularly small homes, 
are commonly assessed at, er nearly, 
their full values.” ; 

Recommendation ite Faull, 

The report of the legislative com- 
mittee, as adopted by the federation, is 
as follows: 

To the Atlanta Federation of Trades: 
Your committee begs leave to submit 
the following report concerning your 
efforts to secure higher pay for the 
public school teachers of Atlanta: 

1. Several years ago the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Trades initiated the move- 
ment to secure fair and reasonable 
salaries for such teachers. 

The minimum salary, per month, 
then, was $40—a beggarly wage. 

Our efforts were directed to secur- 
ing a minimum of $60 per month for 
the graG@e teachers. The last council 
had fixed the minimum at $52.50 per 
month, with an automatic increase of 
$2.50 per month, per year, until such 
minimum should reach $60, and the 
maximum of $85 per month. The 
teachers and their friends believed that 
such minimum of $60 should be fixed 
at once, beginning January 1, 1911, in- 
stead of such gradual increase extend- 
ing over three years. 

Demands Admitted Just. 


The newspapers of the city joined in 
the efforts pants | made by your body— 
the general public, with unprecedented 
unanimity, agreed, too, that the teach- 
ers should get this needed and just 
rdise in their salaries; the members of 
the finance committee, indeed, all the 
members of the general @ouncil, openly 
stated that such demands were just. 

Your committee is thus gratified to 
report that the movement thus origi- 
nated by your body has been seconded 
and generously approved by virtually 
all of the people of Atlanta. 

The Atlanta Federation of Trades 
has always been conservative and rea- 
sonable in its requests before the city 
and state legislative bodies, having the 
best interests of the whole people at 
heart; and it can point with just pride 
that it has never asked anything of 
the public, or law-making bodies, 
which was unbusinesslike, unfair, 
or which sought to benefit one class 
of people to the detriment of other 
classes. 

In thus championing the rights of 
the teachers, the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades was entirely within its just 
province as a civic organfzation. 

The school children of Adslanta are 
largely drawn from the homes of the 
working people. The average laborer 
must, of necessity, rely wholly upon 
the public schools for whatever of ed- 
ucational advantages his children are 
to receive. He is not able to send his 
children to private schools or colleges. 
Therefore, the public schools stand to 
him as the most important of all civic 
fnstitutions—the hope and glory of 
city, and state, and nation. 

There is, we repeat, no organization 
or aggregation of individuals in At- 
lanta who feel a deeper interest in 
the welfare of our public schools than 
do the working people, and there 
is no organization or class of citizens 
whatsoever to whom the school teach- 
ers have a better right to go for aid, 
and comfort, and loyal help to secure 
their just rights, than to the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades. : 

Only $22,000 Given. 

2. When the finance committee made 
up the January apportionment sheet 
they only allotted one-third of’ the 
amount asked, to wit: $22,000, instead 
of $66,000, increasing the average pay 
$2.50 per month insteag of $7.50 per 
month, and their reasons stated were 
that they had only a limited ampunt 
of money to distribute, and that they 
were powerless, at present, to make 
such large increase. , 

Without going into details and with- 
out impugning the motives or ques- 
tioning the fairness or patriotism of 
the members oi the finance committee, 
or of the present general council, for 
they doubtless have been handicapped 
by such lack of sufficient revenue to 
run, the affairs of the city upon a 
proper business basis, yet we unhesi- 
tatingly declare that such genera 
council can find this balance necessary 
to pay the teachers by the time of 
making up the June apportionment 
sheet so as tO make such minimum 


salary $60 per month by providing 
either for a raise of the tax rate from 
‘1.25 to 1.60 per cent—or, better still, 
first appoint a commission to go over 
the tax digest with the city tax as- 
Sessors and assess the central or busi- 
ness property 60 per cent of its real 
market value. 

We believe, from such investigations 
as we have been fble to make, that it 
will be found, Upon investigation by 
such commission, that the average 
central property is only assessed at 
approximately 331-3 per cent of its 
true value. 

We will cheerfully undertake to 
show such commission, if appointed, 
many instances where such ridiculous- 
ly low assessments have been made 
for the past and current vears. 

Whereas, it is a notorious fact that 
residence property, particularly smal) 
homes, are commonly assessed at or 
nearly their full values. 
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Orleans, 
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be tried out before the tax rate itself 


is increased, and then, if such added 
assessments dog not: bring enough 
money to pay the teachers their just 
dues and to furnish sufficient other 
funds to conduct the municipal affairs 
of Atlanta upon a progressive, busi- 
ness-like basis, then such added tax 
rate should be made. 

Such commission could, inside of 
thirty days, bring about such proper 
equalization of taxes, and the city 
could then Know whether or not to 
raise the tax rate. But, at all events, 
whether by one method or another, 
such additional funds should be raised 
forthwith, and this noble band of 
faithful teachers should not be further 
met with the shameless ang paltry ex- 
cuse that a great city is a beggar and 
impostor and is unable to pay its em- 
ployees a living wage. 

3. It has been intimated by some 
few people that there are incompetent 
teachers, and that the teachers are 
ae getting all they are entitled 
oO. 

Maybe there are a few incompetent 
teachers. In @o large a body of bread- 
winners it would be passing strange 


if there were not a few incompetents. 
We find incompetents everywhere—at 
the bar, in the malpit, among doctors, | 
merchants and otbers. But we verily 
believe that the public school] teachers 
of Atlanta will compare favorably with 
the teachers of any city in the entire 
country—that 95 per cent of them are 
efficient, and faithful and devoted to 
their duty, and are vastly entitled to 
the increased pay asked for. 

But even if their critics are correct. 
and if there is a larger percentage of 
incompetent teachers than we here 
Stated, then a stronger reason exists 
why the pay of teachers should be 
placed at such figures as to attract 
the highest type of teachers to our 
schools, for we can better afford to 
know that any other class of our pub- 
lic employees are inefficient than to 
have unfit teachers. 

5. In conclusion, your committee 
begs leave to refer to certain pub- 
lighed utterances of several public of- 
clals wherein, by innuendo the activi- 
tles of the Atlanta Federation of 
—— have been slightingly referred 
@. 

For instance, a certain member of 
the board of education took upon him- 
self, without directly referring to the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades, to warn 


the teachers “against entangling alli- 
ances.”” And a member of council in- 
troduced a resolution seeking to dis- 
miss from the service a teacher who 
had been frank and active in cham- 
pioning the cause of his associates. 
We very much regret such expressions. 
As stated herein, there is a community 
of interests between the teachers and 
the largest mumber of the patrons of 
the public schools (the working peo- 
ple of Atlanta); it is a questien in 
which we are all vitally interested for 
the general good of the entire city—4ts 
highest, best, noblest interests, 


Praised, Net Criticised. 


Athanta workingmen should be 
preised rather than criticised for such 
interest displayed. It shows that they 
@re patriotic, are anxioug for their 
children and their children’s children, 
to become better and more useful citi- 
zens, to make our civilization grander 
in the coming years. 

All classes of our people should take 
euch devoted interest in the better- 
ment of our public schools.

Sensational Turn to Bal- 
lot Scandal at Danville. 


Grand Jury Defies Judge’s Or- 
ders and Summons Him to 
Give Evidence About Al- 
leged Corrupt Methods Used 
to Secure His Election. 


Danville, Ill, January 25.—Vermil- 
fon county’s investigation of alleged 
vote traffic took on new life today and 
involved the instigator, Judge E. R. E. 
Kimbrough and a dozen other prom- 
inent democratic politicians in Speaker 
Joseph G. Cannon's home county. 

Judge Kimbrough, Mayor Lewis Platt 
and several others today were summon- 
ed to testify before the grand jury 
which the judge had charged to make 
an investigation of ballots cast during 
the last eighteen months. A little more 
than eighteen months ago Mayor Platt

AN EARLY ADVANCE 


Cotton Closed Barely Steady 
t Net Loss of 2 to 
Points. 


New York, January 25.—A further 
advance in the cotton market early 
today was followed by a reaction with 
the close barely steady at a net loss 
of 2@9 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 3@5 points and during the 
first hour prices solq about 6 or 7 
points over the closing figures of last 
night with May contracts touching 
16.08, or 22 points above the low level 
reached following the ginning report 
of last Monday. Relatively steady 
Liverpool cables, reports of a better 
trade demand from Germany and the 
failure of yesterday's meeting of manu- 
facturers at Fall River ro be followed 
by any announcement of a curtailment 
schedule were factors on the early ad- 
vance together with a somewhat bull- 
ish interpretation of the census report 
on the supply and distribution of cot- 
ton for the first four months of the 
season. But there appeared to be no 
»vroadening of outside demang above 
the 15-cent level, and the advance 
was soon checked by scattered realiz- 
ing or a renewal of local selling fol- 
iowing the publication of the large 
estimate for tomorrow's receipts at 
New Orleans. Leading trade interests 
were buvers of March on the setback 
of 3 or 4 points from the best and 
there seemed to bea little demang from 
prominent bull brokers for the latter 
months, so that the prices held a 
shade over the closing figures of ves- 
terday during the middie of the day, 
but later offerings became more ag- 
gcressive with May selling off to. 14.94, 
or 14 points under the high level of 
the morning. Closing prices were at 
practically the lowest point of the 
day.

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EXPECTED IMPROVEMENT 
DID NOT MATERIALIZE 


Stock Market Did Not Ad- 
vance as Expected on 
Bond d Flotation. 


New York, January 25.—Expectations 
of improvement in the position of the 
stock market today, as a result of yes- 
terday’s successful flotation of the city’s 
huge bond issue, were not realized. 
The market failed to make favorable 
response. The outcome of the sale was 
the subject of much discussion and no 
little difference of opinion in banking 
circles, some financiers taking the 
ground that the prices fetched were 
none too generous in view of the high 
character of the security offered. It 
also developed that foreign bids were 
in many instances well below those of 
local institutions. Trading in stocks 
began at a higher level than last 
night’s close, but the improvement was 
of a short duration. Following a series 
of fractional advances and recessionals, 
during which the market demonstrated 
that it had little or no recuperative 
power, trading became extremely dull 
and continued on a nominal basis dur- 
ing the remainder of the day with 
prices little above the lowest. The 
selling movement was extended in the 
last hour and prices eased off to a 
point which showed considerable losses 
on the day. Norfolk and Western, 
which was heavy all day, broke two 
points in the late session, when it be- 
came known that the directors at their 
meeting in Philadelphia had taken no 
action in fulfillment of the prediction 
that the dividend was to be increased 
and the general list declined in sym- 
pathy. United States Steel showed 
some disposition to advance in the lo- 
cal trading, but later was sold heav- 
ily. There was some conjecture con- 
cerning the statement of earnings for 
the last quarter of 1910 to be issued by 
the corporation next Tuesday. In view 
of the well known trade conditions con- 
servative opinion leans to the belief 
that the earnings will be well below 
the $37,365,000 reported in the previous 
quarter.

“We tried the physicians fairly, but 
have discontinued all attempts to get 
satisfactory service from them in some 
of the wards, and use them in othefs 
only rarely, and as a last resort. Our 
experience but confirms the discredit 
which the system bears among the 
medical profession and among the 
poor. 

“There are two fundamental 
tions to the present system: 

“First, there is no check upon the 
service. The same man is expected to 
receive the call, make and report it. 
A disagreeable and exacting duty is 
laid upon just common, ordinary men, 
with no means of determining whether 
or not it is performed! No business 
is organized on such exalted estimate 
of human nature. 

“Second, the physicians, by reason 
of the fact that they are permitted to 
do other practice, are placed in a po- 
sition where their public and private 
duties may conflict; a position which 
no public servant may nowadays vol- 
untarily assume wtih impunity. 

“We pass over any elaboration of 
such objections as lie in the fact that 
the physicians are chosen politically, 

when they should be appointed sys- 
tematicaity: that there is no supervi- 
sion, or central office from which they 
can be called: that their work ts un- 
evenly and arbitrarily divided, and 
that the larger public service as health 
officers, keen to discover and prevent 
the spread of disease, is neither given 
by nor expected of them. 

““In 379 out of a total of 1,350 fami- 
lies with which "We dealt last year, 
there was sickness at the time of the 
appeal, and you can see that we have 
therefore been constantly confronted 
with the necessity of securing medical 
services for the poor. We cannot but 
be interested In this question; and feel 
that the city and tite poor will receiye 
immeasurably better service by plac- 
ine the physicians under the board 
of health. requiring theif full time 
and empowering the board to select 
and direct them.”
